The early part of this volume is an epitome of Fabyan’s celebrated 
Chronicle, including only the part relating to England and more 
especially London. 

Fabyan’s original chronicle practically ends with the accession 
of Richard III, as although it was nominally extended to 1557, it is 
after the year 1484 or so orfly a bare skeleton of little value. The 
importance of the present volume, however, lies precisely in this latter 
period, to which about 150 leaves are devoted. There is little doubt 
that the facts chronicled were all within the knowledge of the writer, 
who was probably connected officially with the city, as will appear 
from the following items that he gives: f. 245. 4 The namys of the 
aldyrmS that ruled the wardys of the Cyte In thys mayere tyme 
(1497) wyth the charge that e?y ward ys charged wyth at efry Fyff- 
tene *; a long account, about 30 pages, of the Pageant performed at 
the arrival of Catherine of Aragon, with the speeches of the various 
]>erformere, details of the Jousts etc. in connection with Prince 
Arthur’s wedding: the Bills of Fare of the feast given at the marriage 
of Margaret Tudor to James IV ; account of the Coronation Joust and 
Feast of Henry VIII; etc. On folio 20 v. is an account of Sebastian 
Cabot’s expedition sailing from Bristol 4 to seche for an lie land which 
he said he knewe well \ and on f. 50. 4 Thys yere also were browght 
unto the kyng iii men taJcyn in the New ffond lie land . . . These were 
clothed in bestys skynnys and ete rawe flesh . . .* On f. 82 et seq. 
are two long ballads on 4 John Baptyst de Grymaldis’, and one to 
S. John Baptist; the longer of the two former finishes thus: 

Nomen auctoris. 

The maker of this legend, if any man lyst knowe 
Axe ffor hym at Aylysbnry, there doun in the vale 
Myller of a wyndmylle, that standyth ther ffull lowe 
Beshadowyd wyth trees, his name is Tom a Dale 
Of all good drynkys, he Jovyth best noppy ale 
And ffor of his dwellyng, I wold ye dyd not flayll 
Axe ffor a sygn of the blew catt, beryng an apis tayll. 
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The account of the PAGEANT performed in honour of 
CATHERINE OF ARAGON’S ARRIVAL seems to be unpublished 
and so far as I have been able to learn is unique. It begins as follows: 

“And upon Fryday next foluing abowth ij of the elok at aftyr 
none the said pryncesse accompanyed with many lords <fc ladyes in 
inoost sumptuous wyse apparayled, cam ridyng from lambhyth forsaid 
into Southwerk and soo to london-Brydge wher was ordeynyd a 
costlew pagend of corvyn werk peyntid & gyldyd wythyn the which 
were sett vi personagis lyvely representyng Seynt Katharyn and Seynt 
Ursula with many other fayer vyrgynys in passyng goodly & costlew 
aray. To the which brydge when ye said pryncess was comyn and of 
her goodness taryed there in beholdyng the said pagend. The 
personage of Seynt Katharyn uttered this spech as folowyth 
Ne grave sit patrias Katharina reliaquere sedes 
Plus tibi splendoris regna aliens dabunt. 


I Katharyn of the court celestyall

Three more verses follow, and then St. Ursula makes a similar 
speech of the same length.

Three other halts are made where speeches 
are delivered by Alphonso the astronomer, Job, Boecius, Fronesis, The 
Fadyr of Hevyn, Prelacy, Honour, etc. The account of the Pageant 
extends to about 600 lines, while the further proceedings are of about 
the same length.

The volume was written in the vicinity of Salzburg and Passau. 
From the prominence given to S. Coloroan, Oct. 13, it was probably 
for the large Benedictine Monastery at Moelk or Melk, which lies 
between the two above-named cities and Vienna, and where the remains 
of the martyr are pow epshrined.

A very fine manuscript of an extremely rare use. The calendar 
is written in gold, blue, red and black. All the feasts of the Virgin 
(except the Conception) are written in gold, the only other feast 
sharing this distinction being the Nativity—which shows markedly that 
it was written for a church dedicated to Notre Dame. The other 
principal feasts are in blue, among them being Amancius, Bishop of 
Rodez (Nov. 4). Other local saints are: May 22, Quiterie; June 1, 

Clarus, B. of Lectoure; June 30, Martial, B. of Limoges; Sep. 10, 

Salvus, B. of Albi; Oct. 11, Firmin, B. of Uzes; Oct. 13, Gerald conf., 
and Nov. 13, Dalmatius, B. of Rodez. The Litany is of the ordinary 
Roman type, except that S. Philibert has been entered by a 17th 
cent. hand. 

The first page contains a miniature of an unusual type, and (instead 
of being the wonted representation of the Annunciation) represents a 
bishop standing in front of an altar, and holding in his hand a large 
object in the form of a column, which the congregation are adoring. 

It is probably the veneration of the Paschal taper. At the foot of the 
page is a coat of arms, which appears to be, de gules au lion d'or; d 
la cotice d'azur , hr. sur le tout , borne by the family Muriane, Morienne, 
or Maurianne de la Val. It may also belong to an illegitimate branch 
of the Comtes (and Vicomtes) de Rodez, who bore de gules au lion d'or , 
and de gules au leopard lionne d'or respectively. Lauds, Prime, Tierce, 

Sext, Vespers and Compline have each historiated initials. The letter at 
the commencement of Sext represents the education of the Virgin; at 
None, the Virgin seated on a carved bench with an embroidery frame 
in her arms, at which she works; at Vespers, the Dedication of the 
Virgin; at Compline, the marriage of Mary and Joseph, the latter 
bearing a stalk of lilies. 

At the end of Compline is the following rubric, Lo sapde davan la 
primiema dominica dels aves entro ala vigilia de nadal se muda lo orde 
de nostra dona edisem lo en la forma que se enser. E comens am a vepras , 
i.e.: * The Sunday before the first Sunday of Advent up to the vigil of 
Xmas the Order of our Lady is changed and it is said in the form that 
follows. It commences at Vespers.* Then follows alternative services 
for each of the Hours, with further minor alterations for other times 
of the year. The section is headed by a large miniature of the 
Annunciation. 

* La messa de la nativitat de Jhuxpist,’ follows and contains a 
miniature of the Nativity in which the subject is curiously treated. 

Mary is seated in an open shed roofed with red tiles, in front of 
Joseph who has his back turned to her, with two donkeys adoring the 
infant Christ who is being placed on Mary’s lap by an angel. This 
doubtless refers to the story still told to ohildren as to their manner of 
coming into the world. 

The Hours of the Cross, with miniature of the Crucifixion, the 
Passion of our Lord, and the Hours of the Holy Spirit, with miniature, 
follow. Then come the Invitatory to, n,nd, the office of the Dead with 
two miniatures, the Penitential Psalms with a mmi^ture of the 
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Resurrection with the dead rising from their graves, and the Litanies 
of the Saints which ends with verse 4 of Dcus in adjutorium meum. 

The miniatures and ornament throughout the volume are of a very 
distinctive character. The miniatures have, so far as regards exe¬ 
cution, much in common with the Valois school, with chequered back¬ 
grounds in vogue in the latter half of the 14th cent, in France, but the 
selection of the subjects and their treatment differ considerably. The 
borders consist generally of two brackets, from the top and base of 
which branches of ivy leaf and scroll ornament are thrown out. 

On the flyleaf at the end is the following inscription :—

Of Albericus and his writings little is known. Tanner in his 
Bibl. Hiber.-Britt. states that there is a work of his in the Bodleian 
Library entitled, de origine deorum , which might well be the same 
work as the present, in which the chapters are headed: de ortu 
idolatrie, . . ., de Jove, do Junone, de Neptuno, de Plutone . . .

This is Codex A 7 referred to by Dr. J. J. Stiirzinger in his edition 
of this work printed by the Roxburghe Club. It was formerly in the 
Barrois Collection belonging to the Earl of Ashburnham. The learned 
editor was only able to trace six other MS. copies of this work in 
England, three of which are locked up in the British Museum. 

It is still a subject of controversy whether this book suggested to 
Bunt an the plan of his Pilgrim’s Progress or not. In any case the 
similarities between the two works will always serve as a connection, 
even if a distant one, between them. 

Although the illustrations are not of the highest artistic merit 
they contain many interesting details of contemporary manners, furni¬ 
ture, etc.

This very beautiful volume was executed in the monastery for 
Abbot Arnold Streyters, 33rd abbot of the Premonstratensian 
Monastery at Tongerloo, Flanders. It bears his arms, or , a chevron 
azure , fleur de Use of a jleur de lys or at each, extremity; within a hordure 
gules , on the large initial D at the commencement of the Proprium 
Sanctorum, and also in blind tooling on the obverse board of the 
binding. At the top of the first page, although it has been inked over, 
can still be read the inscription Bibl. Tongerloo. 

There are exhibited in the King’s Library in the British Museum 
two sister volumes t6 the present, a Psalterium and Antiphonarium, Add. 

MSS. 15426/7, executed in the same monastery for Abbot Anthonius 
Isgrooten de Oesterwijck, the abbot who preceded Arnold Streyters. 

The text is written throughout by the same hand, and the scribe has 
written at the end of the Proprium Sanctorum, ‘ Finit Sanctorale 1552 \ 

The volume was apparently written in connection with the 
rebuilding of the Chapel of the Blessed Virgin at Tongerloo which 
was opened and dedicated in 1553. 

The initial letters were the work of two artists—one of whom is 
only responsible for the initials in the first 135 leaves. The remaining 
initials, and probably also the miniatures, are the work of a second 
artist who, it has been suggested, was the abbot himself. The reasons 
for this assumption are : The initials in the earlier part of the volume 
are of the ordinary North German and Dutch type of pen letters, with 
profuse foliated arabesque work, and are all finished, while the 
remainder are of a Flemish renaissance character in which precious 
stones, pearls and other jewels are introduced (in exactly the samo 
style as the initials in the first of the two grand volumes in the British 
Museum), and many of them remain in an unfinished state. 
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It is among this second series of letters that the Abbot’s arms 
appear, firstly fully finished in the first leaf of the Proprium 
Sanctorum, secondly in an unfinished state in an initial on p. 247v., 
while in two cases (on pp. 194, 218v.) Arno and Arnol, part of the 
Christian name of the abbot, are unobtrusively introduced into the 
decoration in the initial. Although the presence of the arms prove 
nothing as to the personality of the artist, it is unlikely that the 
illuminator would have introduced any other but his own name in this 
secretive manner. The probability is that the original illuminator died 
during the progress of the work, and Abbot Arnold, who had assisted 
in the production of the Psalter and Antiphonarium thirty years 
earlier, undertook to complete the volume in the style of his youth, but 
was prevented by administrative duties and eventually death from 
accomplishing his work. Some of the completed initials and the 
five miniatures (out of twenty or more contemplated) shew what a 
finished artist he was, still possessing in his old age the skill of his 
youth. One of the miniatures gives a view of Tongerloo monastery. 

The introduction of woodcut initials into the work is a very 
curious development which is not often seen in manuscripts of this 
date, although they are occasionally found in MSS. of a century earlier. 
On p. 302v. a later hand has written a collect beginning “ Et famulos 
tuos C[lementem] Papam nostrum et Phillippum regem nostrum cum 
regina et regia prole et E[rnestum] gubernatorem nostrum cum populo 
ipsis commisso ...” and dated 1494. Four blank leaves follow and 
then occur six pages containing two Gospel readings (Matt. i.-l-16, 
and Luke iii.-21 to iv.-l) with chants.
